No. 289-Eur-I/52. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 of the 
Chandernagore (Administration) Regulation. 1952, (1 of 1952) the Central Govern- 
ment hereby constitutes an Advisory Council consisting of the following members, 
namely:— 

1. Sri Debendra Nath Dash. 

2. Dr. Jatindra Nath Bhor, D.Sc. 

3. Sri Brahma Baran Ghose, 

4. Sri Frakash Chandra Das. 

5. Dr. Subodh Chandra Roy, B.Se., M.B , D.T.M. 

No. 290-Eur-I/52. — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 14 of the 
Chandernagore (Administration) Regulation, 1952, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following Rules: . 

1. Short title, and commencement. — (1) These Rules may be called the Chander- 
nagore (Advisory Council) Rules, 1952. 

(2) They shall come Into force at once. 

2. Definitions. — In these Rules, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

(a) ‘Administrator’ means the Administrator appointed under Section 3 of 

the Regulation; 

(b) ‘Advisory Council’ means the Advisory Council constituted under Section 

4 of the Regulation; 

(c) ‘Regulation’ means the Chandernagore (Administration) Regulatioh, 1952. 

3. Term of office of members of the Advisory Council. — Members of the Advisory 
Council shall hold office for a period of one year from the date of their appointment 
but shall be eligible for re-appolntment. 

4. Terms and conditions of service. — Members of the Advisory Council shall not 
be entitled to any remuneration but shall be paid such travelling and other allowances 
as the Administrator may determine, 

5. Functions of the Advisory Council. — The Advisory Council shall advise the 
Administrator on the following matters, namely: — 

(a) matters of administration involving general policy but not matters relat- 
ing to the day-to-day administration or to any appointment, whatso- 
ever; 
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(b) Schemes of development of agriculture, trade and industry; 

(c) Improvement, of sanitation; 

(d) communications; . 

(e) education; 

(f) implementation of generul policy and schemes of development; 

(g) any other matter relating to the welfare of the people of Chandernagore; 

and 

(h) such other matter as the Central Government or the Administrator may 

refer to the Advisory Council. 

6. Meetings of the Advisory Council. — The Administrator shall summon the 
Advisory Council to meet at least three times in every year. 

7. Right of officers to attend meetings. — Any officer authorised in this behalf by 
the Administrator may attend any meeting of the Advisory Council and every such 
officer shall have a right to speak in, and otherwise to take part in the proceedings 
of, the Advisory Council but shall not, by virtue of this rule, be entitled to vote. 

8. Notice of meetings. — Not less than seven days clear notice of every meeting 
of the Advisory Council shall be given to each member of the Council who Is for 
the time being in India. 

9. Quorum.— No business shall be conducted at a meeting of the Advisory Council 
unless there are present at least three members. 

10. Voting. — (1) If there is a dill'erence of opinion among the members of the 
Advisory Council, the opinion of the majority shall prevail. 

(2) Each member of the Advisory Council shall have one vote, and if there is 
an equality of votes on any question to be decided by Lho Council, the Chairman 
shall have a casting vote. 

11. Transaction of business by circulation of papers. — (1) Any business which 
may be necessary for the Advisory Council to transact may, if the Chairman so 
directs, be dealt with by circulation of papers among all the members of the Council 
and any resolution so approved by the majority of the members shall have the same 
force and effect as a resolution passed at a meeting of the Council. 

(2) When any business Is so referred to the members by circulation, a period of 
not less than three clear days shall be allowed for the receipt of replies from 
members. 

(3) After a resolution is circulated, the result by circulation shall be com- 
municated to all members. 

12. Record of business. — A record shall be maintained of all business transacted 
by the Advisory Council, copies of which shall be submitted to the Central Govern- 
ment.
